Applicants 1 undersigned counsel recently became aware of a Notice of Abandonment in 
connection with the above-identified application which was mailed on April 21, 2003. This is a 
Petition to reinstate the subject application pursuant to the Certificate of Mailing provisions, 37 
CFR § 1.8 and Rule 1.181 pertaining to Petitions to the Commissioner.

Pursuant to the provisions of 37 CFR § 1.8 and § 1.181, it is hereby requested that the 
above-identified application be reinstated and that the attached Amendment responsive to the 
outstanding Office Action of September 19, 2002 be entered and examination continued in 
connection with this application. The present Petition should not require any fee. However,
